the outbreak. The 137.negroes employed 
in the phosphate ininea were all seat 
from Baltimore. Many of them were 
ship hands who had been arraittd for 
desertion and other offences, and instead 
of being put In jail, were lent to Narassa 
by the United States shipping oorDtuiB- 
sloner.

on the piazza instead of under ui. There 
were eleven of us whites. When we had 
to abandon the shelter for fear of being 
blown up, we made a rush. Borne of us 
had been badly injured. AB we ran the 
blacks closed in on u», using knives, 
clubs and revolvers. Thomas N. Poster, 
Joseph Pales and William T. Shea, were 
struck down and butchered. Foster was 
the superintendent. 
The rest of us 


reached a sjaall house, where we hid for 
safety. Meanwhile tho negroes pillaged 
the superintendent's house, where we 
had taken refuge at first. 


"The shooting of James Mahono was 


one of the most bloodthirsty acts of the 
day. The negroes caine to our hiding 
place and promised us safety from at- 
tack if we came to supper. AVo came 
outandfonnd that some of the darkles 
were disposed to intercede for us. We 
marched along In Indian file, when one 
of the villainous blaoks known as Georco 
Key stopped and fired a revolver within 
six Inches of Mahono's face, tbe ball go- 
Ing through his oheek. As he fell the 
fiend fired another bullet into Mahono's 
back, which pierced his heart. With 
tho smoke ourliue from the barrel of the 
weapon, Key then stepped up to Jones 
and said: 'I settled that 
.' 
Jones 


felt that his time had oome; but if it bad. 
been the negro's intention to shoot 
Jone», something caused him to hostitat« 
and tbe man's life was spared. Tho 
English brig Armourette was lying off 
tbe coast, but heavy storms were pre- 
vailing and we had no means of com- 
municating with her. 1, however, go» 
a note to the oaf tain, and he sailed to 
Jamaica and seat the British man-of- 
war to our assistance. 


"When tho vetiel came to the island 


the negroes were thoroughly frightened. 
A portion of them were still thirsting to 
finish the job by killing thpse of us who 
had survived. The captain of the For- 
ward got his Gatllng gun ready for serv- 
ice, and threatened to shell the island 
unless every man of os was turned over 
in safety. We were taken on board the 
vessel on Thursday, after being in immi- 
nent peril of our lives slio* the previous 
Saturday, when th» insurrection took 
place. A3 we ascended the steps up the 
aide of the vessel, the officers paid us tbe 
compliment of hanging the American 
flag over the side. 


"We were treated royally by the offi- 


cers of the man-of-war. They took us 
to Kingston, where we were taken to a 
club-house and entertained as if we were 
distinguished people, aad put safely 
aboard tbe steamer Porian, deitined for 
this port. We have boeii treated like 
princes from tho moment of our rescue 
by the English cruiser. There was only 
one sad incident to mar the joy of our 
reioue. Samuel March, one of our men, 
who had his lie ad frightfully out and 
bruises, died on the Forward ou the way 
to Jamaica."

Aa 
the chief constituent of intoxicating Iwv- 
eraKCK, olcoliol, toKother with carbonic 
acid, originates by fermentation from 
augur; but this is not the only possible, 
way to produce it. Tho brightness of 
electric lights, by which public places, 
roads, stores, etc., uf our cities now arc 
illuminated at night, is emitted by an 
electric current passing between two car- 
bon points. When such a passage of elec- 
tricity takes place, in a glass balloon filled 
with hydrogen,the, electric current causes 
this gas to uuito with carbon, forming 
acetylene, a guseous compound, which in 
contact with more hydrogen readily takes 
it up, foriniiiic a second gaseous com- 
pound — ethylenu — which is the chief 
light gmug constituent of illuminating 
gas. 


Ethylene, when brought into contact 


with suliiliuiic acid, forms a liijuid com- 
bination, and this, when treated with 
potassium hydrate, is converted into al- 
cohol. 
Having thus built up from its 


elements a substance formerly known 
only as a product of fermentation, we 
may proceed at once to decompose it 
iiguin into its elements. We can easily 
regain the carbon which it contains by 
heating alcohol with siilpliuiic acid, 
which again converts it into ethylene; 
and this gas, when mixed with chlorine 
gas and lighted, burns anuy, leaving 
carbon, which, us u dense black smoke, 
fills the vessel.—W. liernliaidt in 1'opu- 
larScieii'-e Monthly.
